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This-  bulletin  classifies  the  gain- 
fully occupied  population  in  Canada  by 
broad  oeeupational  groups-  and  by  select- 
ed occupations  for  census  periods,  1891 
to  19310  The  census  year  1891  was  the 
first  year  in  which  occupation  statis- 
tics were  published  by  sex,  hence  the 
comparative  tables  in  this  bulletin  are 
limited  to  the  period  1891  to  19310 


Table  1  shows  the  number  and  per 
cent  of  the  population,  10  years  and 
over,  in  gainful  occupations,  by  sex, 
for  Canada  and  the  provinces,  1891  to 
1931 ,  In  Table  2  the  percentage  in- 
creases in  the  total  population,  10 
years  and  over,  and  in  the  number  gain- 
fully occupied  from  census  to  census  are 
given  by  sex  for  Canada  over  the  per- 
iod 1891  to  1931,  The  more  rapid 
rate  of  increase  of  females  in  gain- 
fill  occupations  than  of  males,  as  in- 
dicated in  Tables  1  and  2,  is  further 
illustrated  in  Table  3  where  the 
number  of  females  per  1,000  males  in 
gainful  occupations  is  shown  by 
census  years  from  1891  to  1931  for 
Canada  and  the  provinces*.  Table  4 
gives,  for  Canada  only,  the  number 
and  per  cent  of  the  population  gain- 
fully occupied  by  sex  and  broad  age 
groups  for  1911,  1921,  and  1931D  Al- 
though no  figures  for  the  age  groups, 
10-15  and  16-19,  are  available  for 
1911  the  decline  in  the  proportion 
of  children  in  gainful  occupations 
which  is  evident  from  a  comparison 
of  the  1921  and  1931  figures  probably 
extends  back  to  the  1911  Census,

Table  5  shows  the  number  and  per 
cent  distribution  of  the  gainfully 
occupied  by  occupation  groups  for  Can- 
ada and  regional  divisions,  by  census 
years,  1891  to  195L<>  The  occupation- 
al, grouping  used  in  this  table  was 
based  upon  the  1931  Census  classifi- 
cation of  occupations^  Some  ad- 
justment of  the  figures  for  earlier 
years  was  necessary  to  establish 
comparability  with  1931=  The  otit™ 
standing  change  revealed  by  these 
figures  has  been  the  relative  de- 
cline in  the  proportion  of  persons 
in  agricultural  occupations  and  the 
growing  importance  of  transport,, 
commercial,;,  professional^,  and  cleri- 
cal pursuits a  For  females  the  pro- 
portion in  manufacturing  occupations 
has  decreased  while  the  relative 
importance  of  commercial,  profession- 
al, and  clerical  occupations  has  grown 
substantially  over  this  periods, 

In  Table  6  the  percentage  changes 
from  census  to  census  in  the  number  of 
persons  in  the  main  occupation  groups 
are  shown  for  Canada  and  regional  divi 
sionso  For  each  occupation  group  the 
periods  of  rapid  growth  are  indicated 
while  comparative  rates  of  increase 
by  occupation  groups  are  revealed 0 


Table  7  classifies  the  gainfully 
occupied  in  cities  of  2C>000  and  over 
(in  1921)  by  occupation  groups  for 
1921  and  1931;,  and  shows  the  percen- 
tage increase  in  the  number  in  each 
group  during  the  ten -year  periods 

Table  8  gives  comparative  figures 
for  a  selected  list  of  occupations 
for  Canada  covering  the  period  1891 
to  19310  Although  comparative  stat- 
istics by  census  years  for  individual 
occupations  can  be  given  for  only  a 
limited  number  of  occupations  the 
table  includes  many  of  the  more  im- 
portant occupations.  For  a  number 
of  these  occupations  adjustments  in 
figures  were  necessary  to  establish 
comparability  over  the  census  years
